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1. Between & a.m. and 3 p.m. on 18 May 1953, 12 Pe-2s3, 2 Li~2s, 2 Aira Oobra ¥ 03 4
planes, 9 twin-jet planes, 2 biplanes, and 1 single-engine seml-high-wing nonoplane
were observed at Bad Voeslau (O 48/X 36) airfield. There was & 4/10 overcast at an
altitude of about 2,500 meters, southwesterly wind of about 5 km/h and good
visibility. Teke-offs amd landings were made from northeast to southwest by the two
biplanes and the single-engine semi-high-wing monoplans which made individual flights.
One vruck, 1 van-like truck and 1 tank truck were parked at the take-off point. 4
fuel dump which waa not observed previsously because the %anke had csmouflage palnt.
There were five containers, each with an estimated capacity of 15 cubiec meters, which
were located behind the hangars. The tanks were given a new ard light voat ol paint.

2, Geinfarn Castle of Voealau military post was guarded by seniries wezring dlacke
bordered blue epaulets. !lany soldiers wearing black-bordered blue epaulsis were
observed in the castle and s radio truck and a van-like truck or trailer were chserves
i & vard. There wag vehicular traffic including trucks |

the drivers of which wore black-bordered blue epaulets. The instellaticn
appeared tc be heavily occupied. Two majors wearing blue sexrvice color left Vossian
Castle which was guarded by sentries who wore black-bordered blue epaulets. 4 serior
jieutenant with blue service célor was the duty officer at the komendatura. Track

with driver wearing black-bordered blve epaulets wes parked ir fromt of

the komendatura. Mo sentry was posted st o 13 Bahn Strasse. The telephone lin2s we
unchenged. Van-like truck Itluas parked in the yard of the bullding at L3
Bahn Strasse. Behind this installation, there was an athletic field on which 25 men
were doing calisthenlcs. The former lLeundry vas not guarded by sentries. Nesrby ihere
were motor vehicles including tank trucks |
oil tank truek [ Jwith heating device and truck | [With starang
device for aircraft engines. Some of the vehicles were belng washed at the site.
Object Theresienhof at 25 Haupt Strasse wag closed and no details could e cbhserved.
There was vehicular traffic by Jeep [ |with driver wearing red-bordered
black epaulets end truck [ ]the driver of which wors red-bordered black
epaulets with artillery insignia.
